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gether an unprofitable thing in Phyfick ; and who knows 
whether they that cry up Corral fo much, did ever make 
any ufe of it, unlefs it were to amufe common People 
with uncommon Medicines, and thereby get themfelves 
a Name* whilft they are in the mean time only cheating 
the World ; ofwhich we have fo many Examples. 

I have lifcewife examined into two other forts of 
White Corral, and noted fome few Remarks upon 
them ; but I fhall not trouble you with more at prefent, 
but conclude, and remain

cerning fome Roman Coins found in Yorkshire. 

O N Saturday laft Mr. Arthington obliged me with 
the perufal of fome Roman. Coins, which a few 
days ago were Plowed up at Cook ridge, in fome Grounds 
he purchafed of Mr. Kjrk Junior, and are a confirmati¬ 
on of the Conjecture of his Ingenious Father (the late 
Thom its Kjrk Efq;,) that the Roman Via Vicinalis (which 
comes from the great Military Road upon Bramham- 
Moor ) palled from .that Sration at AAellocum (of which 
there is an Account No. 2S2. of the Philofophi Tranfatt.) 
thro’ thefe Grounds to Ilk ley. 

There are but -few of them, (not above Twenty that 
the Servants confefs to/but thofe moftly very fair: The 
eldeft he has is of Domitian, An. Vrb. Cond. 846. which 
you know falls in with the Year of our Lord 95 ; his 
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Head is furrou'nded with this tnfcription, IMPerator 
CAESar DOMITianus AUGoftu* GERMamais P. M. 
(Pontifex Maximus; T R. P. Tribunitia Poteiiarej 
Xini. The Reverie fhews he was then faluted Empe¬ 
ror the 22d time, IMP. XXII. COS fCoiiful.) XVI 
CENS. PP. (Pater Patrije,) the Flavian Family particu¬ 
larly affected the Title of C .enfors, and Domitian is the 
laft Emperor who has that Title upon his Medals j the 
Figure upon this Reverfe has a Helmet upon the Head, 
and a Spear in the Right Hand.

By thefe it appears, that this Station flourifhed when 
the Roman Empire was in its prime; and there being 
none of a later Date, makes it probable, that it peri fil¬ 
ed in iome of the Infurrefbions of the Native Brig ant es, 
about Severus^s Time, as it was conjectured from the 
form of the Letter A in the Infcriptions upon the Fune- 
aal Monuments formerly accounted for.
